Faster than an army of control work- 
ers can check it, deadly white pine 
blister rust is damaging some of north- 
ern California’s best timberlands. 

While the blister rust has long held 
the attention of lumber men and con- 
servationists in northern California, it 
was comparatively recent that forest 
workers were mobilized to combat the 
evil. Since then crews have been sent 
into the field and have materially 
checked the spread of the tree disease. 

Although thousands of fighters are 
in the field, the department of agri- 
culture has reported the blister rust to 
be spreading through Montana, Idaho, 
Oregon, Washington and California, 
where most of the nation’s valuable 
pine timber is found. 

In general, the movement of the 
blister rust is southward, a fact that 
has further alarmed California nature 
lovers and timber owners.

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TURKEY RAISERS EXPEC 
TO MARKET EARLIER 
THIS YEAR 


Only slightly smaller than the large 
crop of last year, the 1937 turkey flocks | 


in California are showing a higher av- 
erage ‘condition than a year ago at this 
time, the California crop reporting 
service announced Saturday. 

In contrast to the delayed marke:- 
ings of last year, turkey raisers expect 
to sell a greater proportion of the crop } 
before January 1 than in 1936. 

Hatchings last spring were large, and 
restricted demand for poults resulted 
in some local ranchers raising more 
than they had planned. Mortality 
among birds has varied in a wide 
range, but the mortality rate has been 
generally higher than a year ago. : 

Growers report that they expect to'! 
market their turkeys this year at a 
slightly heavier weight than last year. ! 
The reporting service estimates that | 
the average for 1936 of 14.7 pounds will 
be exceeded by a figure of 14.9. | 

Partly because of reluctance of pro- 
ducers to accept Thanksgiving prices 
last year and partly because of late 
hatching, an unusually large propor- 
tion of the record big crop of turkeys 
was held for later morketing in 1936.
